Security guard injured after car ploughs into him 
following crash and heated argument at university 
Pair still on loose after vehicle is dumped nearby

Police are still searching for a man 
and a woman who fled after driv¬ 
ing into a security guard who 
intervened during a heated argu¬ 
ment over a car crash at Kingston 
University. 

The driver of the hit-and-run car 
and his female passenger are still 
on the loose after dumping their 
vehicle in a nearby cul-de-sac, fol¬ 
lowing the crash in Kingston Uni¬ 
versity’s Penrhyn Road campus 
car park. 

Kingston police officers swarmed 


the area and all access to nearby 
Woodbines Avenue was blocked off 
as they searched for the pair. 

The police helicopter was also 
called out and could be seen cir¬ 
cling the clear blue sky above Sur¬ 
biton and Kingston while dog units 
were also brought in. 

The female driver of the other 
car remained at the scene of the 
collision, which happened just be¬ 
fore 4.30pm on Friday, July 10. 

Nick Booth, a resident of Wood¬ 
bines Avenue, said: “There was an 
ambulance. 

“When I came back half an hour 
later there was a police van. 

“They had a great big police dog 
doing door to door.” 

A police spokesman said an 


investigation into an allegation of 
grievous bodily harm had been 
launched after the accident be¬ 
tween two cars. 

He said: “When officers arrived 
one driver had left the scene. 

“Officers were told that while se¬ 
curity on campus tried to inter¬ 
vene to diffuse the situation, one of 
the motorists drove into a male se¬ 
curity guard and then drove off. 

“London Ambulance Service was 
called and the guard was taken to a 
south London hospital. He is in a 
stable condition.” 

The security guard suffered cuts 
and bruises and was discharged 
from Kingston Hospital the follow¬ 
ing day. 

A Kingston University 


spokeswoman said: “The police are 
investigating an incident which oc¬ 
curred just before 4pm this after¬ 
noon involving a car hitting two 
other cars in the university’s Pen¬ 
rhyn Road car park, causing minor 
damage. 

“The car in question also hit one 
of the university’s security officers 
who we understand sustained cuts 
and bruises and was taken by am¬ 
bulance to Kingston Hospital. 

“The university is co-operating 
fully with the police including pro¬ 
viding CCTV footage. We don’t 
have any further information at 
this stage.” 

The car in question has not been 
reported lost or stolen and no ar¬ 
rests have been made to date.

An evening of debate

Candidates for the Kingston 
Grove byelection went head to 
head on Monday night, debating 
the issues facing residents. 

John Anderson (UKIP), Jon Tol¬ 
ley (Liberal Democrats), Laurie 
South (Labour) and Clare Keogh 
(Green) answered questions in 
the John Bunyan Church in 
Queen Elizabeth Road. 

Conservative candidate Jenny 
Lewington was unable to make 
the debate citing “personal rea¬ 
sons” through her agent Nathan 
Johnson Paul. 

Predictably the huge town cen¬ 
tre developments and the lack of 
affordable housing in the bor¬ 
ough were big issues during the 
debate. 

The evening also saw the candi¬ 
dates argue about positive cam¬ 
paigning, or lack of it, and 
whether a candidate who does not 
live in Grove [absent candidate 
Mrs Lewington] was up to the job. 

Council leader Kevin Davis’ 
dual role as a director of his PR 
company Cratus Communica¬ 
tions was also discussed. 

All of the candidates were in 
agreement that social housing 
availability in the borough was 
woeful. 

Miss Keogh said: “We need to be 
fighting for social rented homes. 


Housing should be a human 
right, not an opportunity to make 
money.” 

Mr South agreed saying: “We 
can’t have a Kingston that is 
going to develop and grow unless 
we have houses that people can 
afford.” 

UKIP’s John Anderson blamed 
“12 years of Liberal Democrat 
mismanagement” for the housing 
crisis in Kingston. 

He said: “It is virtually impossi¬ 
ble to get social housing in 
Kingston. 

“The Lib Dems are now 
trying to say that the Tories are 
being the naughty boys with over¬ 
development. 

“I would say that it has been the 
Lib Dems who gave the go-ahead 
on over-development.” 

Mr Tolley said that lack of so¬ 
cial housing in Kingston was a 
worry and although the Liberal 
Democrats were not against de¬ 
velopment, they had to “be in 
keeping with the town”. 

Banquet Records owner Mr Tol¬ 
ley is a big promoter of club 
nights in Kingston and the town 
centre nightlife was a point of 
contention during the debate 
splitting the panel. 

Mr Tolley argued that we need 
someone who “understands” the 
night-time economy in the town 
centre. 

He said: “It is no secret that I or¬ 
ganise events in the evening and I 
have worked in nightclubs. 


“We’ve all had great times at 
nightclubs in our younger years. 
If we can have someone who un¬ 
derstands the culture and how 
things work, that is a far better 
way to understand the problems 
than those who don’t go to these 
places.” 

Both the Green and Labour can¬ 
didates also agreed that a well po¬ 
liced nightlife was vital to 
Kingston’s economy. 

Mr South said: “Kingston is a 
young town because it has so 
many people. What could be 
worse than having a town filled 
with old people like me?” 

Miss Keogh said: “Night-time 
economy gets a very bad rap and 
that is unfair. 

“It is culturally and socially im¬ 
portant to have a thriving night 
economy, and it is not about anti¬ 
social behaviour.” 

Mr Anderson joked he was “a 
bit of a raver” and said he used to 
be in a skiffle band but argued 
that Kingston night clubs had be¬ 
come dangerous in some cases. 

He said: “I think there is un¬ 
doubtedly bad behaviour in many 
parts of Kingston town centre, 
and in fairness to the Tories, they 
claim to have funded 12 extra po¬ 
lice officers around the town. 

“I’ve seen people off their faces 
in some of these clubs and still 
being served, despite what Jon 
says.”

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‘Prison deaths need 
to be investigated’

A coroner has called for a formal 
investigation into deaths at 
Wandsworth prison after 11 men 
died at the category B prison last 
year. 

Dr Fiona Wilcox was speaking at 
a pre-inquest hearing into the 
deaths of two prisoners who 
shared the same cell in C wing 
and both hanged themselves 
months apart. 

Convicted rapist Robert 
Richards, 22, from Chessington, 
died on July 29, 2014, and left a 
note referring to “debts” he had 
inherited from his former cell 
mate Ian Pearson, 42, who died on 
March 3. 

Last Friday the Royal Courts of 
Justice heard this debt was £24. 

Richards, a father-of-one and 
labourer, died just days before he 
was due to be sentenced for rap¬ 
ing and attempting to murder a 
pensioner in her 70s. 

The woman was left in need of 
hospital treatment for injuries in¬ 
cluding a broken hip, vertebrae, 
jaw, ribs and a bleed on the brain 
in the violent attack in her home 
in October 2013. 

But Dr Wilcox said an inquest 
into Richards’ death could not go 
on because of the various 
“themes and common issues” in¬ 
volved in the deaths at the 164- 
year-old prison - three times more 
than would be expected at a 
prison, she added. 

She said: “We are at the very 
early stages of this inquiry. At the 
moment there are black holes in 
this investigation.” 

She added the scope of the in¬ 
vestigation should look at how 
complaints and concerns about 
bullying were handled and re¬ 
sponded to by the prison, particu¬ 
larly in relation to the extortion of 
money and both physical and sex¬ 
ual assaults in custody. 

A spokesman from the Howard 


League for Penal Reform said: 
“This is very worrying. We have 
seen an increased number of 
deaths in custody in recent years 
both in Wandsworth and other 
prisons and that is causing a great 
deal of concern. 

“Not all these people would have 
taken their own lives, some would 
have died of natural causes and 
we also have some alleged 
homicides. 

“There may be a number of rea¬ 
sons why somebody dies in cus¬ 
tody, but this rise has coincided 
with three factors of significant 
concern - the rising number of 
prisoners, we are at the highest 
we have ever been, the overcrowd¬ 
ing in prisons is getting worse and 
there has been deep frontline 
staffing and budget cuts.” 

He added the charity would be 
looking forward to reading an up¬ 
coming inspection report into 
Wandsworth prison by HM Prison 
Service, which is expected to be 
released in the next few weeks. 

A new date for another 
inquest hearing is yet to 
be set. 


Dr Wilcox suggested she may 
visit Wandsworth Prison in the 
meantime. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: “All deaths in custody are 
fully investigated by the indepen¬ 
dent Prisons and Probation 
Ombudsman. We are committed 
to reducing the number of self-in¬ 
flicted deaths in prisons. All pris¬ 
ons must have procedures in 
place to identify and support peo¬ 
ple who are at risk of harm to 
themselves.” 

He disputed the number of 
deaths at Wandsworth prison, 
saying there had in fact been 10 
last year - four of which were self 
inflicted. 

In April, Richards’ mother June 
Richards and step-father Andy, 
of Elm Road in Chessington, 
were both arrested on suspicion 
of historical rape and sexual 
abuse. 

They have been bailed until 
later this month while police 
investigate.

An office block earmarked to 
become Kingston’s first pri¬ 
mary free school is set to be 
demolished instead. 

Kingston Community 
School was scheduled to open 
in September at Kingstons 
House in Coombe Road, but 
the project was delayed after 
the Education Funding Agen¬ 
cy (EFA) decided the building 
would need refurbishments 
to make it “fit for purpose”. 

But the group behind the 
school is now expected to 
submit a planning applica¬ 
tion asking for the five-storey 
building, which the EFA paid 
£8m for, to be demolished. In 
its place, a four-storey school 
would be built, as well as a 
mixed-use development fea¬ 
turing 25 flats. 

Children who are attending 
Kingston Community School 
from September will begin 
their primary education in¬ 
side an old NHS clinic in Acre 
Road for at least two years. 

Chapel St, the Christian 
group that will run the two- 
form free school for 60 chil¬ 
dren, is now inviting people 
to attend two consultation 
events on the proposed plan¬ 
ning application, which take 
place today and tomorrow. 

Graeme Hodge, group de¬ 
velopment director of Chapel 


St, said: “Kingston Commu¬ 
nity School is committed to 
the ongoing process of con¬ 
sultation around all aspects 
of our school. 

“We are excited about our 
upcoming consultation event 
regarding the new building 
that will occupy the perma¬ 
nent site for our school in the 
future. 

“We have heard from, and 
spoken to, many key stake¬ 
holders already and this 


event provides an opportuni¬ 
ty for the whole community 
to feedback on the exciting 
concept that the architects 
and EFA have presented to 
us. 

“It is also vital for us to 
hear the thoughts and 
feedback of our community 
before any planning submis¬ 
sion is made as this is a 
school that will play a vital 
role in helping to shape the 
community and provide 


excellent education for our 
neighbours for the many 
years to come.” 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesman said: “At the 
heart of our commitment to 
extending opportunity to all 
is our belief that every pupil 
deserves an excellent educa¬ 
tion - and free schools are a 
vital part of this. 

“Kingston Community 
School is on course to open in 
September and we are 


holding a public consultation 
on our plans for the perma¬ 
nent site, with a view to 
submitting a planning appli¬ 
cation in due course.” 

The public consultation ses¬ 
sions will be held today, July 
16, and tomorrow, July 17, 
from 3pm to 6.30pm, at 
Kingstons House, 15 Coombe 
Road, Norbiton.

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis has announced 
plans to reduce the role of 
neighbourhood committees in 
the authority’s decision-mak¬ 
ing, saying the current system 
has failed. 

But critics claim the move 
would result in democracy 
“no longer existing” in the 
borough. 

In a series of sweeping 
changes to the council’s demo¬ 
cratic system, Coun Davis has 
proposed reducing the num¬ 
ber of neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee meetings, and called 
for a minimum of 10 objec¬ 
tions before a planning appli¬ 
cation of under 10 units is 
publicly discussed. 

He also suggests withdraw¬ 
ing committee powers over 
certain budgets, youth ser¬ 
vices, traffic management and 
libraries. 

But he does, however, call 
for neighbourhood commit¬ 
tees to have their powers over 
parks restored. 

The plans were outlined in 
a report by Coun Davis enti¬ 
tled Renewing Kingston’s 



Democracy - Putting the Resi¬ 
dent into Power. 

The report states: “Neigh¬ 
bourhoods have made the mis¬ 
take of believing that ‘the 
committee’ and its decision 
making is their role when in 
fact it is community engage¬ 
ment and capacity building 
that should be the role. 

“Engaging the public was 
the whole point of the neigh¬ 
bourhoods and yet they fail to 
do that on a level that is con¬ 
sistent and understandable.” 

The report also criticised 
neighbourhoods for not iden¬ 
tifying and acting on enough 
local issues, wasting council 


money on officer time for 
smaller planning issues, 
under spending grants, mak¬ 
ing decisions on issues that af¬ 
fect the wider borough and 
their lack of vision. 

A decision was due to be 
made at a full council meeting 
at Guildhall on Tuesday, July 
14. 

But Liberal Democrat oppo¬ 
sition leader Liz Green said al¬ 
though Coun Davis spoke 
about empowering and engag¬ 
ing residents, no one had been 
consulted about the plans. 

She added: “Effectively it re¬ 
moves the decision-making 
from residents and takes it 


back to the council. 

“This is a move back to cen¬ 
tralisation, a step backwards.” 

Jim Taylor, vice-chairman of 
Chessington Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed. We will miss the 
opportunity to raise the points 
that matter to us to those that 
will make the decisions, par¬ 
ticularly in planning.” 

He said the number of resi¬ 
dents attending neighbour¬ 
hood committee meetings was 
not reflective of the number of 
people actually engaged ac¬ 
cording to the association’s 
300-plus resident mailing list. 

Bridget Walker, from 
Surbiton, said: “Normally 
anything affecting a neigh¬ 
bourhood would be on the 
agenda locally, be discussed, 
voted on and passed up to rele¬ 
vant council. 

“What Mr Davis proposes is 
‘do as I say’ and with his rul¬ 
ing party there will not be 
enough people to vote against. 

“I would have thought he is 
going against all local govern¬ 
ment rules and believe if the 
decision is taken on July 14 
then democracy no longer ex¬ 
ists in Kingston.”

Historic Royal Palaces 

tTxV Hampton Court Palace 


Inquest hears former 
Tiffin boy took his life

A former Tiffin schoolboy took 
his own life, an inquest into his 
death has concluded. 

Trainee dentist Aaron Gurmail, 
24, of Raeburn Avenue in 
Surbiton, went missing on 
January 4 this year. 

He was found inside his car in 
Dorking the following day. 

Mr Gurmail attended the Tiffin 
School in Kingston between 2001 
and 2008 and was the recipient of 
the best chemistry student 
award while at the school’s sixth 
form. 

He graduated with a degree in 
dentistry from King’s College 
London and had worked as a 
dental trainee at Abbey Dental 
Surgery in Slough, Berkshire. 

He also returned to his former 
school as president of the Tiffin 
Medical and Dental Society, a 
programme set up by a group 
of former Tiffinians holding

annual mock interviews, review¬ 
ing personal statements and pro¬ 
viding talks for prospective 
medical and dental students. 

At the time of his death Tiffin 
headteacher Hilda Clarke said: 
“We have only just heard; it is 
tragic news. Our thoughts are 
very much with Aaron’s family. 

“He was a very good student at 


Tiffin and went on to study 
dentistry. 

“He came back to the school on 
several occasions to take part in 
talking to sixth formers about 
studying dentistry. 

“Aaron is a well-remembered 
student at Tiffin School and I 
know that the whole of the 
school community would want 
to express their deep sadness at 
the loss of somebody so young 
who had a bright future ahead of 
him.” 

The inquest at Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court on July 1 also heard 
how a note detailing the inten¬ 
tion to take his own life was 
found by Mr Gurmail’s family.

What an interesting article from 
Rachael Burford about the pro¬ 
posed innovative cycling 
scheme, that won great praise 
and a large sum of money from 
the Mayor of London’s office 
(Mini-Holland project costs rise, 
July 2).

his previous comments. 

However, there is now another 
organisation trying to play 
games with our money. 

It is equally no surprise to 
anyone who has experienced 
the dramatic water main bursts 
in New Malden that Thames 


Water has much work to do to 
renovate ageing infrastructure. 

However, to try to link spend¬ 
ing on that with the mini-Hol- 
land money is extraordinary - 
quite how much additional 
weight will cyclists put on the 
underlying pipe track? 

On this, Coun Hudson is right 
to be very angry. This is not 
what the Mayor’s money was 
designed to be used for. 


Thames Water must allocate 
funding for this essential work 
anyway.

• Swap Your Bedding: Many people use the 
same duvet and bedding throughout the year 
and pay no attention to the changing of the 
seasons. Some duvets are seasonal and allow 
you to add and remove sections depending 
on the weather, or you can just buy a second, 
thinner duvet for the summer months, 

Use different materials for different tempera¬ 
tures too - flannel and fleece are great for keep¬ 
ing you warm, but materials like cotton are 
much better at keeping you feeling cool.

heat like conventional pillows, so will help to 
keep the temperature down when you're in bed. 

• Open the Windows: The most refreshing air 
will come during the night; so open your bed¬ 
room windows before you go to bed and let the 
fresh air cool down the room. 

• Cook Outside: Using your oven and hobs 
will only contribute towards making your house 
even hotter. If you are already sweltering, then 
the last thing you want it to be slaving away 
over a hot stove when making dinner.

their income tax bills on the rent 
they receive from their tenants. The 
recent announcement, however, will 
see the government limit this relief 
to those who fall into the basic rate 
of income tax. Then, from 2017, 
those paying tax in higher bands will 
not be able to offset their buy-to-let 
mortgage interest costs against 
their income tax bill. 

In terms of how this will impact 
the property market, we believe it 
has the potential to have an impact, 


but that it certainly won't be disas¬ 
trous. Simply, for a higher rate tax 
paying landlord, £1,000 of mortgage 
interest currently costs them £600. 
When relief is restricted to 20 per 
cent, they'll pay £800. So yes, their 
after-tax yield will be reduced but 
probably not by enough to discour¬ 
age them from investing. 

Meanwhile, for fledging landlords 
who are yet to take the first step on 
the buy-to-let ladder, who instead 
chose to rent a room out in their 


main residence the Budget brought 
positive news. 

Here, the Chancellor announced 
an increase in the rent-a-room tax 
relief threshold for the first time 
since the Conservatives were last in 
power, meaning that from 2016 
homeowners who rent out a room 
will not pay any tax on the first 
£7,500 of rent which is up from the 
previous level of £4,250.
